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Windham Receives $6 Million Contract 


United States Congressman Bill 
Dickinson announced Tuesday that 
Windham Power Lifts of Elba had been 
awarded a $6 million contract with the 
Air Force to construct 87 rough-terrain 
fork lifts, with an option for 19 
additional machines. 


Windham, an Elba industry that has 


been in operation for over 20 years, was 
awarded the contract in association with 
the dealership, Quality Plus, of Mobile. 
The contract is estimated to take nine 
months to complete with the possibility 
of additional follow-up contracts. 


According to Mr. Byron Stinson, 
president of the Elba firm, the contract 


will mean 30-35 additional jobs for the 
Elba area. 

‘‘We are looking at adding at least 
30-35 employees to our present work 
force,’’ stated Stinson. ‘‘Our work force 
is now only one-third of what it was last 
year, so we will recall many employees 
now laid off. We've been working 12 
months to get the contract which was 


Director Looks For Return Of 


Commodity Program 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, January 
10, at the courthouse in Elba, and heard 
Pensions and Security Director Ron 
Smith predict that ‘‘whether we want it 
or not, commodity distribution is 
coming back.”’ 

Smith came to the bi-monthly 
meeting to inform the commission that 
the county would receive 680 cases of 
cheese and 113 cases of butter in 
February from the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, and asked for assistance in 
storing and distributing the milk goods. 
Smith reported the cheese would not be 
a problem to store, but stated the butter 
would have to be kept in cdld storage to 
meet Health Department standards. 

“It is very likely this. kind of food 
distribution will become a frequent 
happening,’’ said Smith, ‘‘and we need 
to look beyond next month’s problem. | 
think the commodity distribution 
program could be right around the 
corner and | think the county should 
start considering permanent storage 
areas for the merchandise. Whether we 
want it or not, commodity distribution is 
coming, and the county must decide 
whether or not it wants*to participate.”’ 

The commission was in agreement 
that the cheese and butter would be of 
good use to county families, but wanted 
to make sure all the food shipped to the 
county was indeed passed out. 

The commodity program stirred up 
memories. of old problems for some of 
the commission members and it was 
decided the program needed to be 
studied long and hard before making 
any commitment. 

A .contract was awarded for the 
paving of the Donaldson Road, meaning 
the highly publicized dirt road will soon 
be paved. The low bidder on the 
4.473-mile project was Wiregrass 
Construction with a bid of $59,905.92. 
Other bids were $61,800.32 from Couch 
Construction and $69,646.40 from S & C 
Materials and Paving. The paving will 
begin as soon as possible, weather 
permitting. 

Bids on a boiler to be installed at the 
Health Center in Enterprise were also 
opened Monday, with the commission 
accepting the low bid of $3975 from the 
Southeast Alabama Gas District. 
Other bids came from ESMAC - $6242 
(installed) and Henderson, Black and 
Green - $5500 (not installed). 

The commission yoted unanimously 
to go on record as opposing the petition 
to close the railroad stations in Elba and 
New Brockton. A Public Service 
Commission hearing will be held in Elba 
on Wednesday, January 26, to discuss 
the petition, and the commission will 
voice opposition at the meeting. 

Monday's commission meeting was 
the final meeting for retiring Probate 
Judge James L. Sawyer, and Judge 
Sawyer thanked everyone for making 
his tenure in office a memorable one. 

‘*Since I've been probate judge, I've

attended over 300 meetings of this 
commission,”’ said Sawyer, ‘‘and it has 
been a privilege for me to serve as 
commission chairman. The county has 
made a lot of progress while I've been in 
office, and we have a good county with 
good people. I leave my blessing to 
Judge Marion Brunson and offer any 
assistance I might be able to provide.”’ 

Commissioner Charlie Mack Martin, 
acting as spokesman for the com- 
mission, presented Judge Sawyer with a 
gold watch for his dedicated service, 
and stated, ‘‘You’ve given 20 years of 
service to Coffee County and we would 
like to express our sincere thanks. This 
county is a better place because of your 
years of service.’’ 

The county may not be in the red, 
but according to Commission Clerk 
Brunease Winston it may not have 
enough money to pay ali the bills by the 
first part of the month. The clerk stated 
the money on hand will just barely be 
enough to cover the payroll, and she 
stated until the next gasoline fund check 
arrived the bills would be held.

Commission To Hold Railroad

The Alabama Public Service 
Commission has announced that it will 
hold a hearing on Wednesday, January 
26, at 10 a.m. in the main courtroom of 
the Coffee County Courthouse in Elba, 
to re-open and re-consider the order 
issued March 8, 1982, affecting ageny 
issued March 8, 1982, affecting agency 


service at the Seaboard Coast Line 
Railroad’s dualized agency stations at 
Elba and New Brockton. : 
The Seaboard Coast Line Railroad 
filed a petition on December 2, 1982, 
requesting the Public Service 
Commission re-open the matter for the 
purpose of receiving newly developed 


evidence which was unavailable at the 
time of the hearing. 


The commission granted the 
petition’s request and stated in fairness 
to all participants in the earlier hearing 
the matter should be scheduled for 
further hearing. 


Tillis Arrested For Robbery 


Willie James Tillis Jr., age 29, of 
Brantley, was arrested on January 1 and 
charged with the December 31 robbery 
of a store in Pike County, in which he 
allegedly took $2000 in checks and cash 
after assaulting a store employee. 

Tillis was placed in the Pike County 


jail on $10,000 bond following his 
arrest. 

Accbrding to officials of the Pike 
County Sheriff's Department, Tillis 
entered the Donnie Smith Store, located 
on Pike County Road 6 near the 
Crenshaw County line, at approximately 


6:30 p.m. on December 31, and 
assaulted Charles E. Hataway, age 93, 
with a pool cue before robbing the store. 
Officials reportedly recovered $1203 in 
cash from Tillis’ automobile, and 
recovered Hataway's wallet, which 
contained $573-in checks.

‘I was happy to work with Windham 
and the Air Force on this contract,’’ 
stated Congressman Dickinson, ‘‘and I 
am particularly pleased that Windham 
is getting the contract now - when Elba 
needs jobs and an economic lift. We will 
be working for more of the same for 
Elba.”’ 
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Windham president Byron Stinson 
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Electric Bill To Increase 3.3% 


The Elba Water and Electric Board 
met Tuesday night and the main order 
of business was the previously 
announced problem of adjusting the 
electric rates to compensate for the 
recent wholesale increase from 
Alabama Electric Co-op. 

Using estimates of the wholesaler, 
Mayor Bob English projected the rate 
increase would cost Elba about $201,593 
a year. 

The local. utility approved an 
increase that will take effect 
immediately raising the residential rate 
.004 per KWH. This means that the cost 
for 1000 Kilowatt hours will increase by 
$4.00; but a decrease in the fuel 


adjustment from the wholesaler will 
also be passed to the customer and this 
will save $1.75, cutting the price 
increase on the one thousand KWH to 
$2.25. 

Elba received a guarantee from 
Alabama Electric that the fuel 
adjustment factor wouldn't be increased 
for at least six months. Chairman 
Charles Hayes noted that following the 
last’ general rate increase Elba began 
receiving increases in the fuel 
adjustment after the six months passed. 

An increase in the KVA charge 
(normally referred to as demand 
charge) will cost industry and large 
commercial customers $1.00 per KVA. 


Airplane Crashes Into 
Wooded Area Near Elba 


A single-engine airplane nose-dived 
into a wooded area near Elba early 
Saturday morning after aborting a foggy 
landing at the Elba airport. The pilot 
walked away from the scene and was 
hospitalized with a broken nose and 
possibly jaw and other facial bones aiso 
broken. Blood on the cowling 
immediately below the pilot’s seat 
indicated the injuries bled considerably 
immediately following the crash. 


The pilot, 27-year-old Lloyd 
Winfield Smith, of Prattville, reportedly 
told police officers he was attempting to 
land in the heavy fog ai 5:30 a.m. to 
meet with friends when he realized he 
was missing the runway. He reported 
pulling up from the landing attempt to 
circle and try again. He was landing 
from the north to the south, and as he 
turned to his left in a climb, the aircraft 
stalled and he went down. Site of the 
crash was about one-half to three- 
fourths mile off the Kinston Highway, 
directly across from the Brookdale 
Subdivision. 

Police officers said that Dean Kyle 


was at the airport awaiting Smith and 
saw him attempt to circle, and when he 
crashed Kyle called police. 

Auxiliary Deputy Bobby Boutwell 
heard the call and was driving to Elba to 
assist when he found the (pilot 
approaching the highway. He drove 
him to the hospital emergency roem and 
returned to assist Elba police in the 
search for the plane. Officer Steve 
Arbogast was the first policeman to see 
the crashed plane. 

The accident is under investigation 
by the Federal Aviation Administration.

and drugged drivers off the 


road and where appropriate, 
help for their problem. 

In an effort to control the 
problem of drunk and 
drugged driving, effective 
education and treatment pro- 
grams have been developed 
for people who are arrested 
for driving under the influ- 
ence. Educating . young 
people in an effort to prevent 
future driving under the 
influence problems is an 
important part of Alabama's 
approach. Currently, local 
Mental Health Centers and 
Regional Alcohclism Coun- 
cils provide DUI schools to 
provide information and, 
when appropriate, referral 
for treatment, to individuals 
arrested for Driving Under 
the Influence. Further, these 


same programs offer infor- 
mation to students in area 
schools across the state 
through a grant from the

‘one problem in our seciety 
besides its ‘‘little sister,’’ 
anorexia nervosa. Bulimia, a 
medical term for food gorg- 
ing, is not simply overeating, 
but uncontrolable binge 
eating. Publicity itself is 
‘only part of the problem. but 
hearing other people talk 
about it has helped bulimics 
admit freely their problem 
and to ask for help. 


Most bulimics ‘‘get rid- 
of’ the food they have eaten 
by: fasting, stringent diet- 
ing, vomiting, or the use of 
laxatives and diuretics. It 
might sound like a small 
allowance to pay for ‘‘staying 
thin,"’ but the price is enor- 
mous. The whole body 
system is ‘‘set off balance.”’ 
The results include: mainu- 
trition because the food 
doesn't stay in the body long 
enough for the nutrients to 
be absorbed, the body’s 
chemical balance disturbed 
drastically, damage to the 
heart, stomach, and kidneys, 
enamel on the teeth decay 
because of the acid present 
in the vomit, severe bowel 
problems, not enough po- 
tassium in the body, and 
fatigue and overall 
weakness. 


Lengthy diets may bring 


SUPPORT

on serious health problems, 
because of the breakdown of 
muscle and organ protein 
rather than body fat. Bulimia 
can make a person struggle 
to keep off that ‘‘extra fat’’ in 
his body. This in turn will 
cause mental fatigue and low 
self-esteem.

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Census Of Agriculture Begins This Week 


The 1982 Census of Agri- 
culture gets underway this 
week with the mailing of 
report forms to farmers and 
ranchers in the 50 states, the 
Commerce Department’s 
Census Bureau announced 
today. 

Farmers and ranchers are 
being asked to report on their 
agricultural operations 
during 1982 and to return the 
form by February 15, 1983. 
The 1982 census is the 
nation’s 22nd agriculture 
census in a_ series that 
started in 1840. 

For the first time in a mail 
agriculture census report 
forms will reflect regional 
cropping patterns to make 
reporting easier. 

Farm anu rancn operators 
will be asked to report the 
acreage in their operations, 
form of ownership, type of 
organization, location of the 
place, use made of the land, 
and when their operations 
began. Other questions will 
cover livestock and poultry 
inventories and sales, 
amount of government crop 
loans, crop acreage, amount 
harvested, and value of crops 
and livestock sold. 

About 20 percent of farm- 
ers and ranchers will receive 
ers and ranchers will receive 
a form with an additional 
page which has inquiries on: 
selected production ex- 
penses, market value of land 
and buildings, machinery 
and equipment inventory and 
value, interest expenses and 
expenditures for petroleum 
and other energy sources. 

Assistance in completing 
census forms is available 
locally from offices of the 
Cooperative Extension Ser- 
vice, soil Conservation Ser- 
vice Agriculture Stabilization 
and Conservation Service, 
Vocational Agriculture Tea- 
chers, Production Credit 
Associations, and Farmers 
Home Administration. 

A file copy of the report 
form is provided which oper- 
ators can complete and keep 
for their own records. 

A time extension can be 
granted farmers who request 
it. Census results will be 
published for each state, and 
the nation. The first prelim- 
inary data will be released 
beginning in the fall of 1983. 

The law requires farmers 
and ranchers to report in the 
census also protects the 
privacy of their reports. 
Census report forms are 
confidential by law and they 
may be seen only by sworn 
Census employees and may 
be used only for, statistical 


purposes. Even other gov- 
ernment agencies cannot 
obtain or use the individual 
reports, and copies retained 
by the farmers are immune 
from the legal process. 

Each report form will 


have a census file number 
(CFN) printed on the address 
label. If a report is not 
received for each file num- 
ber, the Census Bureau will 
send out follow-up letters to 
all have not responded.

We have had quite a bit 
of interest in fruit and nut 
production in the county. 
Getting the right variety of 
fruits is very important. Re- 
member that varieties which 
might do well in Illinois or 
Michigan will usually be total 
failures this far south. So 
check carefully with your 
nurseryman and get varieties 
which are adapted to this 
area. We have a complete 
list of varieties of all types of 
fruits and nuts. Set trees in 
January or Febuary or cer- 
tainly no later than the first 
week or two in March. 


GET THE FACTS 

For years we have em- 
phasized the importance of 
soil testing for row crops. 
Coffee County farmers have 
been in the top five counties 
in samples submitted for a 
number of years. 

Even though row crop 
farmers are making good use 
of the laboratory, homeown- 
ers have not done as well. 
Soil testing is an excellent 
way to determine the 
fertilizer and lime needs of 
gardens and lawns. 

It is so easy to get a soil 
sample I am surprised that 
more people don’t take 
advantage of this excellent 
service. If you haven’t 
sampled your garden or lawn 
in the past two or three 
years, go ahead and take a 
sample .and send it to the 
laboratory. [t is a lot better 
way to go than just guessing 
at your needs. Testing 
supplies are available at farm 
stores and at the Extension 
office. 


SLASH PINES 

I will have a few thousand 
Giash pine seedlings avail- 
able in a few days. If you 
would like to get to plant on 
an acre or so at your place or 
to use in the yard or to plant 
on borders or property lines,

Slash pines grow a little 
faster that loblolly.

ONIONS 

We have many garden 
enthusiasts in Coffee County 
who will be putting out onion 
sets very shortly.

The last two varieties are 
commonly known as_ the 
Vidalia onion, 

If you seeded onions, 
your plants should be ready 
to transplant now or you 
may buy your onion sets in 
bundles, Set plants 1'4 
inches deep and space plants 
3 to 4 inches in the drill. 
If you have not soil tested, | 
would suggest applying 8 to 
10 pounds of a complete 
fertilizer such as 8-8-8 per 
100 feet of row before you 
prepare the land for setting 
transplants. 

After you get your plants 
in the ground, you will be 
adding a spice to your meals 
with some fresh onions in a 
very short time.

Additional Benefits 
For Unemployed 


An extension of Federal 
Supplemental Compensation 
(FSC) means additional 
benefits for the long-term 
unemployed in Alabama. 
Legislation signed by Presi- 
dent Reagan became effec- 
tive January 9. 

Initially, Alabama work- 
ers will be entitled to four 
more weeks of FSC if they 
meet all eligibility criteria. 
When Alabama's insured 
unemployment rate (TUR) 


reaches 6 percent, as it is’ 


expected to do by late Janu- 
ary, two more weeks will be 
provided. The number of 
weeks provided can fluctuate 
as the IUR changes. 
Franklin H. James, 
director of the Alabama 
Department of Industrial 
Relations, said an estimated 


15,000 unemployed who have 
exhausted their benefits will 
receive notification by mail. 
It will not be necessary in 
routine cases for them to file 
another claim. 

When the extension is in 
effect, jobless workers may 
receive up to 55 weeks of 
unemployment benefits. De- 
serving workers may qualify 
for 26 weeks of benefits 
under the regular state 
unemployment compensa- 
tion program, 13 weeks of 
extended benefits (EB), and 
16 weeks of FSC. 

FSC is a temporary 
program totally financed by 
the federal government but 
administered in Alabama by 
the State Unemployment 
compensation Agency.

returns. 
Sullivan said many 


‘answers to common taxpayer 


questions can be found in the 
tax package instructions or in 
over 90 free IRS publications. 

These free publications 
address many topics in- 
cluding deductions, credits, 
depreciation and reporting 
requirements. A complete 
refrence set of these publi- 
cations will be available in 
many local libraries, together 
with reproducible tax forms 
which can be duplicated on a 
machine copier. 


The IRS has added some 
new services this year which 
may be just right for you 
according to Sullivan. 
There’s a new Federal in- 
come tax return, the 
1040-E-Z, that’s only 11 lines 
Like the 1982 Form 
1040A, it is divided into steps 
that guides the taxpayer 
through the form. To use the 
1040-EZ, a taxpayer must 
be single, claim only one 
exemption, and all income 
must come from wages, sal- 
aries, tips and up to $400 
in interest. Taxable income 
must be less than $50,000. 


One new type of assis- 
tance is Tele-Tax. The 
Tele-Tax information service 
provides recorded tax infor- 
mation on topics of general 
interest to Alabama tax- 
payers. the Tele-Tax infor- 
mation numbers and a list of 
taped tax topics can be found 
in the Tele-Tax brochure 
available at most banks and 
libraries. Many Tele-Tax 
numbers are also listed in the 
tax packages.

Smith said that even with 
the scheduled rate increases, 
gas will remain an _ out- 
standing fuel value. ‘‘The 
user will continue to get a lot 
of energy for his dollar. 
Natural gas will compare 
most favorably in cost 
efficiency with all other 
household fuels. We invite 
our customers to visit any 
District office to learn about 
comparative costs of differ- 
ent fuels in performing 
household chores.’” 

“We will continue to 
intervene before the FERC 
whenever possible,’’ Smith 
promised, ‘‘in an effort to 
hold down the cost of our 
natural gas. If we succeed in 
this, we can hold the line on 
our rates here in Southeast: 
Alabama.’’

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General Telephone Co Is Step Closer 
To Deregulation 


January 1, 1983 rang in 
another major step in the 
nationwide march toward 
deregulation of the telecom- 
munications industry. 

It means that in 1983, and 
beyond, customers will need 
to begin looking at tele- 
phones much like any other 
household appliance. 

More specifically, dereg- 
ulation of the telecommuni- 
cations industry will make 
consumers become more 
actively involved in selecting 
telephone products and 
services and in arranging for 
repair. It also means that 
these products and services 
will be priced in a retail 
fashion; cost plus profit and 
pricing competitors. 

General Telephone’s Vice 
President and General 
Manager for Alabama, Bill 
Entz, said that deregulation 
during 1983 and beyond will 

. dramatically change the way 
society communicates .. . 
influencing everything from 
sophisticated business 
communication right down to

nouse-to-house commu- 
nication between America’s 
Elm and Main Streets. 


The changes, he said, are 


“he result of policies shaped 
by the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission, the U.S. 
Congress and the courts over 
the last several years. 

Entz said that state 
regulatory agencies and local 
telephone companies have 
the responsibility of making 
the transition to deregulation 
as smooth as possible for 
telephone consumers. 

‘*We want our customers 
to understand the changes,”’ 
Entz said. ‘‘Many things will 
change over the next few 
months and years. Over- 
hauling one of the most 
complex systems’ ever 
developed -- the $100 billion 
United States Telecommuni- 
cations Network -- is no easy 
task. 

What are the major 
changes that occurred on 


, January 1, 1983? 


“The only thing that 
actually happened on 
January 1 is that any new 
‘terminal’ equipment 
equipment on the customer's 
side of the telephone outlet - 
which telephone companies 
buy from suppliers, went into 
the deregulated side of the 
business,’’ Entz said. ‘‘For 
example, we cannot buy a 
telephone to add to inventory 
regulated by the State 
Commission. We can only 


buy phones for the deregu- 
‘lated side. We can sell or 
rent them, but we must keep 
all investments, expenses 
and revenues separate from 
our regulated business.”’ 

Because telephone 
companies can no longer add 
to their regulated equipment 
inventories, existing supplies 
will eventually run out, Entz 
explained. 

Existing customers will 
begin to feel the effects of 
deregulation when they 
change instruments or if one 
they now have is not repair- 


able and we no longer have: 


the model in the regulated 
inventory,’’ he said. ‘‘Then, 
just like new customers, they 
can buy or lease telephone 
equipment from us, or , if 


they choose, get it from a 


competitor. 

There is no doubt all 
these changes will take some 
getting used to, for us at the 
telephone company as well 
as our customers,’’ Entz 
said. 

Entz said that General 
Telephone has prepared a 
special Speakers Bureau 
Program called ‘‘Deregula- 
tion/Competition: What 
They'll Mean to You’’ for' 
civic and community groups.

The Elba City School Board met 
Thursday night after postponing the 
regular scheduled meeting from the 
Thursday before. Chairman Paul King 
presided with all members present. 

After approving the minutes from 
the December meeting, the board 
members moved on into approving the 
payment of monthly bills. Prora- 
tion of state funds continues to plague 
the local system with the income and 
expense statements containing figures 
indicating the money spent exceeds the 
incomé. Superintendent John Osburn 
explained that the schools refrain from 
writing bad checks and tax money 
received after the first of the month 
were enough to permit payment of all 


current bills. 

The largest single expense of the 
school system is of course salaries with 
the monthly cost to the general fund 
well over $100,000. Much of this is 
covered by state funding and is not 
subject to proration, but the state funds 
used to pay most of the $50,000 plus 
operating expenses (gas, electricity, 
paper, bus repair, insurance, tele- 
phone, etc. are cut, cut, cut. An 
additional monthly check from the City 
of Elba and the utility department helps 
this problem some, but bookkeeping 
figures and reports ‘from Osburn 


indicate it is close each month. 
The board members were informed

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Cowart Named Director 
At Elba Diagnostic Lab 


Dr. William O, Cowart, a resident of 
Elba for the past 16-years, has been 
named Director of the Julian Bryan 
Taylor Diagnostic Laboratory, in Elba, 
replacing Dr, T.M. Miller, who retired 
recently. 

The Elba laboratory, which is one of 
two branches located in Alabama, with 
the main office being located at Auburn 
University, serves practicing 
veterinarians and livestock and poultry 
producers in South Alabama. 

“The lab used to be referred to as 
the swine lab,"’ stated Dr. Cowart, ‘‘but 
the swine production has slowed down 
in the area and now we work primarily 
with cattle and poultry, At the lab we 
do diagnostic work on farm animals, 
such as cattle, poultry, hogs and horses, 
while we also work with local vets. We 
do postmortem examinations on dead 
animals to determine the cause of death 
and if there is a disease we diagnos a 
treatment for the balance of the herd. 
The two branch labs in Elba and 
Albertville and the main office at 
Auburn provide valuable aid to the farm 
community.” 


Dr. Cowart is a native of Pike 
County, graduated from Goshen High 
School and received his Veterinary 
Medicine degree from Auburn Univer- 
sity in 1958. He worked for one year as 
a field veterinarian with the United 
States Dept. of Agriculture, then after 
serving two years in the Army, returned 
to his position with the U.S.D.A. He 
received a Masters Degree in Veteri- 
nary Pathology in 1967 from the 
Universtiy of Missouri, and moved to 
Elba to continue his work with the 
U.S.D.A. as a Regional Epidemiologist, 
involved in hog cholera eradication and 
later brucellosis eradication. He con- 
tinued to work with the Dept. of 
Agriculture until Jan. 1, 1983, when he 
resigned to become the Director at the 
local laboratory. 

Dr. Cowart and his wife Jeannette 
have two children, Steve - 19 and Rachel 
- 15. 


Other personnel at the Elba lab are 
Mr. Harold Moody, Microbiologist, 
Mrs. Grace Taylor, Secretary and Mr. 
Casher Lewis, Custodian. 
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didn't belong to the school system ana 
only the original school property 
extends to the river. 

Board members were brought up to 
date on the inspection of asbestos in all 
Alabama schools. The work will be 
done by Safe State, an arm of the 
University of Alabama. Once the 
testing has been completed, qualified 
removal contractors must be called in to 
remove all asbestos materials. Both 
Osburn and King indicate they don’t 
expect any of the cancer-related 
materials to be found in the Elba school 
system.

In other business the Board unani- 
mously approved the request of Mrs. 
Helen Rainer for a leave-of-absence to 
be effective immediately and for the 
remainder of the school year. 
Board approved the request after 
members had been assured this would 
in no way effect Mrs. Rainer’s tenure 
status. 

Immediately following the ac- 
ceptance of the  leave-of-absence 
request, the board approved the recom- 
mendation of the superintendent that 
Mrs. Candace Vaughan be hired to fill 
the position vacated by Mrs. Rainer for 
the remainder of the year. He noted 
that she had the proper certificates in 
early childhood development and was 
experienced, 


Lease With Dorsey Extended 


The school board members voted to 
extend the lease on the Mulberry 
gymnasium to Dorsey Trailers for an 
additional twelve months. The action 
was basically a formality, as the original 
understanding was that Dorsey folks 
didn’t know how long they would need 
the building with the experimental work 
underway there. Chairman King 
reviewed the matter for Board members 
who might not have been on the board 
at the time it was first approved and 
then declined to be further involved, as 
did J. Doug Kendrick. Both men are 
Dorsey executives. ; 

Osburn presented board members 

with copies of an agreement with the 
Alabama Public School and College 
Authority that had been signed with the 
Elba School Board concerning the bond 
issue money recently received by the 
local system. The $253,743 now in 
Elba’s hands must be used for ‘‘class- 
room additions and renovations’’ ac- 
ording to the agreement. The funds 
must be placed in a special bank 
account and any interest earned must 
also be used for the renovation. 

Board members were told that 
school buses would qualify for this even 
though they don't have the ‘'25 year 
life’’ used to define *‘Capital improve- 
ments’ 

The board took no aciton on just how 
the money would be used, but will 
schedule an informal work session in 
February to look at the alternatives. The 
money must be spent or under contract 
by the end of the fiscal year or it reverts 
back to the state department of 
education. 

The board ended the meeting with 
an executive session at the request of 
Superintendent Osburn who indicated 
he had a personal problem to bring 
before the group.
